Hinds  dedicates  largest  building  in 
history  of  institution  —  The  new 

89,000  squarefoot  Cain-Cochrun  Hall 
of  the  HCC  Raymond  Campus  was 
dedicated  in  November,  2002.  The 
building  includes  the  1,100  seat 
Claudia  Hogg  Auditorium,  a  state-of- 
the-art  performance  facility  that 
proved  its  acoustical  excellence  in 
concerts  shortly  after  the  dedication. 
The  dedication  was  the  culmination  of 
the  College's  first  Capital  Campaign, 
which  was  undertaken  to  help  replace 
the  original  Cain  Hall  that  burned  to 
the  ground  March  7,  1998. 

The  classroom  end  of  the  building 
houses  10  "high-tech"  classroom,  four 
laboratories,  and  English  department 
offices.  The  new  office  space  not  only 
replaces  the  offices  lost,  but  also 
brings  the  whole  Raymond  English  de- 
partment under  one  roof  after  many 
years  of  dispersion  throughout  the 
Campus.  The  auditorium  features  a 
70-foot  fly  space  with  lighting  de- 
signed for  large  theatrical  perfor- 
mances, an  orchestra  pit,  acoustical 
shells  for  choral  performances,  dress- 
ing rooms  with  restrooms,  and  a  green 
room. 

Lead  designer  of  the  $14.7  million 
building  was  the  firm  of  Johnson,  Bai- 
ley, Henderson,  McNeel  Architects, 
PA;  Harrell  Construction  Group  was 
the  general  contractor  for  the  project.

The  Eagles  finished  the  2002  football  season  with  a  5-4  record.  The  team  had  a  total  of 
288  rushes  for  945  yards  and  completed  1 57  passes  for  2009  yards. 

The  Eagles  scored  232  points  and  allowed  opponents  to  score  165  points.  Leading  rusher 
for  Hinds  was  Mason  Denham  with  1 69  carries  for  698  yards  and  1 1  touchdowns.  Terrance 
Matthews  led  in  passing  with  147  completions  for  1857  yards  and  8  touchdowns.  Scott 
Zingery  had  14  extra  points  for  the  season  and  5  field  goals.
